Albany, N. Y., Sept. 27.— Governor 
W illiam Sulzer tried to persuade con 
tributors to his campaign fund not tc 
testify against him, according to evi­ 
dence adduced 
at his 
impeachmenl 
trial. 
He asked Duncan W . Peck, state su­ 
perintendent 
of public 
works, whc 
gave $500 to the fund, to violate hir 
oath on the witness stand, in event 
he should be called to testify before 
the Fraw ley investigating committee, 
Peck swore. 
The governor, Peck asserted, had 
told him that he, too, would deny hav­ 
ing received contributions. 
This con­ 
versation, he said, was held in the gov-l 
ernor’8 office at the capitol. 
The wit 1 
ness was examined by John B. Stanch - 
field as to the precise words used by 
the governor. 
“ W h at did he say?’’ 
"H e said: ‘Do as I shall do, deny 
i f ” 
"W h a t else was said, if anything?” 
" I said: 'I suppose I shall be under 
oath.’ 
He said ‘That is nothing; for­ 
get it.’ ” 


Remembers Exact Words. 


Attorney 
Hinman, cross-examining 
for the defense, asked Peck if it were 
possible that he could have been mis­ 
taken about a single word that passed 
between him and the governor. 
“ Not a word,” Peck replied emphat­ 
ically. 
The governor's attorneys gave indi­ 
cations of being confounded by the 
testimony of Pock and Henry W . Mor- 
genthau. 
None of them had the faint­ 
est Inkling, it was learned, that such 
accusations were to be brought by the 
attorneys’ assembly managers. 
It was further 
brought out that 
R ichard Croker, Jr., son of the former 
leader of Tammany, had contributed 
a $2,000 check, payable at the request 
of Sulzer to the order of "Cash,” and 
that the check was cashed by Fred­ 
erick L. Colwell, alleged to have been 
the governor’s agent in his W a ll street 
transactions. 
Croker testified that the governor 
wanted 
the 
check 
in a 
convenient 
form to cash it immediately, because 
he was in a hurry to start on^his cam­ 
paign trip through the state. 
This 
was on Oct. 12, but it developed that 
Colwell did not cash the check until 
O ct 31. 


Bank Teller la Called. 


The latter testimony was given by 
W illiam 11. Houghton, paying teller of 
the Equitable Trust company of New 
York, who said that Colwell was his 
Sunday school teacher. 
The Croker chock was one of sev­ 
eral 
unnqmrted 
campaign 
contribu­ 
tions, which were the subject of tes­ 
timony. 
John W . Cox, Thomas 
W. 
Brady, John T. 
Doolfng, J. Temple 
Gwathmey, Luitpold Mendalbaum and 
Judge Lew is J. C. Conlan. all of New 
York, tesUfl**d that they had contrib­ 
uted checks or cash rnnging from $100 
to $1,000, none of which was mention­ 
ed in the governor’s sworn statement 
of campaign contributions. 
Counsel for the defense fought des­ 
perately to get in from each witness 
testimony that he had made the gift 
not lor the purpose of helping the 
governor in his political contest, but 
to aid him personally. 
The questions along this line twice 
precipitated a heated dispute as to 
the adm issibility of any evidence tend­ 
ing to show 
the 
intentions 
of the 
donors. 
The result was that the ob­ 
jections of counsel for the prosecution 
to admitting the evidence was twice 
overruled by a vote of the court, which 
was 
in 
keeping 
with opinions 
pre­ 
viously given by Presiding Judge Cul­ 
len. 
Croker, Cox, Conlan and Brady 
testified each that their contributions 
had been given to the governor for 
other 
purposes 
than campaign 
ex­ 
penses, if he wished to use them.

W ashington,

27.— The tariff 
bill Is a completed document, except 
for 
the 
provision taxing 
trades 
in 
cotton futures. 
A fter more than two 
weeks of constant work behind closed 
doors the eight Democrats represent­ 
ing the senate and house as members 
of the conference committee settled 
the last of their other differences and 
reached the final decision that they 
could not agree on the cotton future 
tax. 


zA completed proof of the confer­ 
ence report w ill be taken up for re­ 
vision by the Democrats. 
The six 
R epublican members of the confer­ 
ence committee were summoned to 
meet at a full committee meeting at 
10 o’clock Monday. 
It is believed the 
report w ill be presented to the house 
Monday afternoon by R epresentative 
Underwood. 
In the final session a further futile 
attempt was made to settle the fight 
over the cotton futures tax. 
The sen­ 
ate 
conferees 
changed 
front 
and 
agreed to give up the Clarke amend­ 
ment altogether, but the house mem­ 
bers refused to permit this. 
The 
senate in turn refused to accept the 
proposed 
Smith-Ijever 
compromise 
and in the end it was determined to 
report 
a 
disagreement 
to 
both 
branches of congress and let the sen­ 
ate and house determine what should 
be done toward regulating or taxing 
the trading in cotton for future de­ 
livery. 
The final differences in the 
bill 
were adjusted as follows: 
The house receded from its rate of 
one-half a cent per pound on lead ore, 
and accepted the senate rate of three- 
fourths of a cent a pound. 
The senate receded from Its rate of 
12% per cent ad valorem on zinc ore 
and accepted the house rate of 10 per 
cent. 
The house gave up Its demand that 
the woolen tariff rates go into effect 
at once and agreed to the rates fixed 
by the senate, namely: Woolen goods. 
Jan . 1, 1914; raw wool, 
tops 
and 
waste, Dec. 1, 1913. 
The house receded from its provi­ 
sions as to cotton threads, yarns and 
cloths, accepting the senate amend­ 
ments, which revised the schedules 
upon a new basis of thread court. 
It is expected objection 
w ill 
be 
made to the conference report when it 
j reaches the house Monday, forcing it 
over to Tuesday’s session.

Prove to Be Thefts R eaching Into 


Hcndreds of Thousands of Dollar». 


San Francisco, Sept. 27.— Theft of 
gold coin from the United States mint 
which may reach Into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars has been discov­ 
ered. 
Federal secret officers called 
from Washington are working on what 
is believed to be the most extensive 
robbery of a government depository 
since the same mint was looted of a 
fortune in gold bars a decade ago. 
One 
sack 
containing $30,000 
has 
been found to be missing and the gov­ 
ernment agents fear from the traces 
left by the thieves that the mint has 
been looted 
system atically 
of many 
thousands more. 
T. W . S. Shanahan, superintendent 
of the mint, refused to deny the re­ 
ports that the loss is a heavy one. He 
has referred ali inquiries to the treas­ 
ury department in Washington. 
The sack which had contained $30,- 
000 had been replaced by a sim ilar one 
containing iron washers, almost equal­ 
izing the gold in weight. 
The sack 
bore the ordinary government stamp. 
The secret service men have all em­ 
ployes of the mint under surveillance, 
as the robbery bears every indication 
of having been committed by men ac­ 
quainted with every detail of the place. 
Th at there was more than one rob­ 
bery seems assured. 
No one man 
could have carried off such a weight 
without being detected. 


Trying to Ascertain Loss. 


Th irty government agents and ac­ 
countants are working to determine 
the extent of the loss. 
The fear that 
the theft w ill far exceed the amount 
of money first discovered missing is 
spurring them on to additional efforts. 
Superintendent Shanahan is directing 
the work. 
The report of the robbery of the 
m int came from an employe of the 
depository, who was angered at the 
questioning and surveillance of the se­ 
cret service men. 
Superintendent Shanahan was reach­ 
ed over the telephone, but he refused 
to give any Information concerning 
the extent or circum stances of the 
robbery. 
He would not deny that the 
loss was discovered through the un­ 
covering of the bag of washers sub­ 
stituted for the gold coin after sus­ 
picions that a robbery had been com­ 
mitted were aroused. 
About ten years ago one man, alone 
and unaided, tunneled under the mint 
and after several nights of work suc­ 
ceeded in carrying gold bars worth 
nearly $300,000 down to the seashore 
where he cached it. 
W hen he feared that he had been 
traced by secret service men he visit­ 
ed the hiding place of the bullion at 
night and threw it into the bay. 
He 
was luter arrested and after his con­ 
fession the greater amount of 
the 
treasure was recovered.

Trying to Ascertain Los*.

Superintendent Shanahan is directing 
the work. 
The report of the robbery of the 
mint came from an employe of the 
I depository, who was angered at the 
questioning and surveillance of the se- 
I cret service men. 
Superintendent Shanahan was reach­ 
ed over the telephone, but he refused 
to give any information concerning 
the extent or circumstances of the 
robbery. 
He would not deny that the 
loss was discovered through the un­ 
covering of the bag of washers sub­ 
stituted for the gold coin after sue- 
I picions that a robbery had been com­ 
mitted were aroused. 
About ten years ago one man, alone 
ami unaided, tunneled under the mint 
and after several nights of work suc­ 
ceeded in carrying gold bars worth 
nearly $300,000 down to the seashore 
where he cached it. 
When he feared that he had been 
traced by secret service men he visit­ 
ed the hiding place of the bullion at 
night and threw it into the bay. 
He 
was later arrested and after his con­ 
fession the greater amount of the 
treasure was recovered.

Mr. Russell to Speak for State Regu­ 
lation of 
Public 
Utilities— 
The League Program 
Th© newly organized 
league of 
Minnesota Municipalities holds its 
first annual convention 
on 
October 
16 and 17 at St. Paul. 
The second day, October 17, will 
be devoted largely to the discussion 
of State Regulation of Puolic Utili­ 
ties vs City Regulation. 
Two speak­ 
ers will be brought in to oppose the 
idea of state control and two speak­ 
ers are to speak in favor of the plan. 
The first speaker in favor is Rai­ 
ford Erickson, of the Wisconsin Rail­ 
road Commission. 
Attorney C. A. 
Russell, of this city, has been asked 
and has accepted the invitation to 
speak in support of the affirmative of 
this question. 
It will not be a joint 
debate, but two speakers will sup­ 
port one side and two speakers the 
other, and then the subject will be 
thrown open to discussion by the 
delegates. 
The officer of the league are Pres­ 
ident, City Attorney J. E. Jenks, of 
St. Cloud; vice president Mayor Tom 
Davis, of Marshall; secretary-treas- 
urer Richard B. Price of Alinneapo- 
!is; trustees, Mayor W. I. Prince, of 
Duluth; Mayor John Bowe, of Canby 
and Mayor J. C. Kain of Brecken­ 
ridge. 
The league is affiliated with the 
municipal reference bureau of the 
general extension dfivision of the 
University of Minnesoto. 
The committees appointed include 
those on legislation, street paving, 
street lighting, sewerage and sani­ 
tation, water works, 
taxation 
and 
assessment, judicial decisions, fran­ 
chises and public utilities, munici­ 
pal accounting, municipal owner­ 
ship, park, playgrounds and city plan­ 
ning, public health, public safety and 
membership. 
Mayor R. A. Henning, of this city, 
is a member of the committee on 
franchises and public utilities.
